If it ever occurred to any- 
bo<Iy to sUige a persimmon 
fair, it is a safe bet the blue 
ribbon would go to Mr. and 
Mrs. George P. Rikeman of 
29 West Live Oak Avenue. 
They have just harvested 
their 1927 crop and a speci¬ 
men cluster adorns the Press 
display window. Large as 
the fruit is, the te.xture and 
llavor is fully as wonderful. 
For consistent bearing, their 
single persimmon tree would 
probably win a prize also. 
For twenty years it has 
never had a crop failure, and 
usually it is so prolific that 
the tree is heavily burdened. 
With its habit of sheiiding 
the foliage before the fruit is 
really for picking it presents 
a remarkable sight. The tree 
is believed to be about 30 
years old and was planted 
for Mr. Treganza, a former 
owner of the lot, by Mr. 
Holmes, a Sierra Madre pio¬ 
neer. Nobody knows just 
what the variety of persim- 
•mon is, but various Japanese 
fruit venders have pronounc¬ 
ed it the ecpjal of the very 
best grown in Japan._

are mentioned in the resolution. 

Henry Gierlich of Monrovia has 
been named engineer to supervi.se 
the survey, and property owners 
along the proposed extension are 
anxiou.s for the rapid progress of 
the plans. There is little doubt 
of the approval of the re.solution 
by the council this evening, as the 
matter was broached at the last 
.session, and an adjourned meeting 
(late set.

In Germany, Mr. Eraiberg re¬ 
ports the .American dollar does 
not have the purchasing power 
that it formerly had. The mark 
has been stabilized at the old pre¬ 
war figure and ho says the coun¬ 
try gives every surface indication 
of being in good shape. 

In spite of the many attractive 
places he has visited Mr. Eraiberg 
believes there i.s no more satis¬ 
factory spot in which to live than 
Sierra Madre, and is content to 
settle down for awhile.
